The current Committee of the Leys 
Residents Association (in action since 
February) has to report certain successes 
and pending projects as a result of pressure 


from the members. 


The Council's Traffic 
Planners who designed the 
estate roads are to 
reconsider and investigate 
the need for road 
markings to establish 
right-of-way at junctions, 
and are looking into poor 
evening visibility at the 
crossing of Lobelia Road. 
and Gillian’s park, and 
into paving the bus stop 
nearby in Field Avenue. 


The Oxford Bus Company 
have admitted that the 
51/51A route needs to be 
more frequent and to 
cover longer hours before 
it can be reliably used. 
The Planning Committee 
of the local council are 
looking into the 
congestion at Windale 
Avenue, Dunnock Way 
and Nightingale Avenue at 
School time, to see ifa 
shop site on the green, 
providing no additional 
parking is feasible. 


We need a shop, buta 
better planned one. 


We are pushing for a 
social club, and note that 
some residents are 
debating how to persuade 
the City Council to reverse 
it's decision regarding the 
public house which was 
originally promised for the 
estate but has now been 
dropped in favour of more 
housing. The estate needs 
a social heart and we 
must fight for every facility 
we can get or the estate 
faces the danger of 
eventual descent into an 
anti-social ghetto - and I 
am certain we do not want 
to see that! 


We have two sub- 
commitiees now, looking 
at neighbourhood 
nuisance and traffic 
issues. ensuring that your 
interests are represented 
and action taken on your 
behalf.

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PARISH COUNCIL NEWS 


Meetings of the Parish Council are 
held on the first Tuesday of the 
month except in August.

Pharmacy 
Although the Health Authority have 
turned down the application for a 
pharmacy in Balfour Road. there has 
been support for it among Council 
members. On a similar note there was 
support also for a Doctors Surgery on 
the new estate. 


Footpath near football club 
The footpath near the new stadium was 
to be reinstated and at June's meeting it 
was confirmed that this had been 
carried out. 


Nightingale Avenue shop 


This item on the agenda was a big issue. 
It was proposed that the council object 
to the site because it would take up 
valuable “green” area and it was 
suggested that the shop be located close 
to the Pathway Workshop. 


Leys Youth Club 


A £2,000 grant was given by the Parish 
Council as part of a 3 year deal which is 
up for renewal later in the year. 

It was also noted that sixteen new 
parking spaces were to be provided on 
Balfour Road. 


Young Builders Trust 


This proved to be of particular interest. 
A talk by the representative of the Young 
Builders Trust stated that they are 
providing a scheme for unemployed 
residents of Blackbird Leys aged 16 to 
25 to build their own flats on the 
Pegasus Court site. Twelve people will 
be recruited to go on site in September.

Road Safety 


This is of great concern, particularly the 
junction of Windale Avenue and Pegasus 
Road. The Council will write to the 
County Council to ensure the Safety of 
school children with a crossing patrol or 
traffic lights.

1998/99 


Ealing Family Housing Association and 
Oxford City Council started to rehouse 
tenants from Pegasus Court in October 
1996. Everyone has now moved and 
Pegasus Court stands empty. Most of 
the tenants who have moved out have 
accepted offers of accommodation in 
Blackbird Leys, on the new estate or 
elsewhere in Oxford. A few have found 
their own accommodation, bought 
properties through Shared Ownership or 
the Tenants Incentive Scheme or moved 
to other parts of the country through the 
HOMES scheme. 

The next stage is the demolition of 
Pegasus Court flats, giving way for the 
new development of 12 self build flats by 
local young people and 57 new dwellings 
for rent.
